Zionist Actions Committee May 
Rule On U.S. Israel-Aid Battles

YORK—(NJP)—Some indications of harmony appeared 
this week on the turbulent aid-to-Israel front in the U.S. but it ap- 
peared that the future status of the conflicting and overlapping aid 
efforts would be an issue before the World Zionist Actions commit- 


tee next week, 

Other developments in the mad 
rush of American Jews to help 
the Israeli in any way that was 
handy and in a few that were not 
included: 

1, Dr. Herbert Foerder, Israeli 
food controller, arrived in the 
U. S. this week with instructions 
to seek some basis for unity in 
the competing groups. An Israeli 
informant said Foerder would 
have a statement next week. 

9, Abraham Feinberg, an offi- 
cial of the newly-organized Amer- 
jcans United for Israel, successor 
to Americans for Haganah, assert- 
ed that the Zionist Organization 
of America, the American Sec- 
tion of the Jewish Agency and 
the American Zionist Emergency 
Council—all of which have re- 
pudiated the two groups—all 
lacked authority to do so. 

sg. The American Friends of 
Aviation in Israel, the latest 
group in the material aid efforts, 
prought little official Zionist re- 
action, There apparently was no 
connection between the new 
group, on which former ZOA lead- 
er Morris Rothenberg is a leading 
figure, and the Committee for 
Progressive Zionism, formal op- 
position to the present ZOA ad- 
ministration. 

4, After weeks of bitter dis- 
pute, calm has finally settled on 
relations between Red Mogen 
Dovid and Hadassah, the Wom- 
en's Zionist Organization of 
America. The. two groups have 
been competing for blood dona- 
tions and ambulance collecting 
for Israel. 

5. Materials for Palestine, 
thief material aid agency of a 
group of men connected with the 
Committee for Progressive Zion- 
ism, came to a halt in Philadel- 
phia because of the dispute with 
the ZOA. In Pittsburgh, however, 
harmony was so complete that 
ZOA members helping Materials 
for Palestine worked in the office 
of the agency. (Details inside) 

6. The ZOA was reportedly 
preparing to launch its own food 
collecting agency in Philadelphia, 
the Post correspondent there re- 
ported. The Philadelphia ZOA was 
busy pushing its Machinery 
Equipment project. (Details in- 
Side)

Hate-Free Germany 
Is 20-Year Job 


NEW YORK—Dr. Henry N. 
McCracken, co-chairman of the In- 
ternational Conference of Chris- 
tians and Jews, said this week 
that it will take 20 years to elim- 
inate anti-Semitism in Germany. 

McCracken returned to the U. 
S. after presiding at an interna- 
tional conference of the Council 
in Fribourg, Switzerland. 

He said a “legal tolerance” of 
Jews exists now in Germany, but 
added he was optimistic about 
the prospects for “true tolerance.” 


CPZ Resumes Fight 
On ZOA “Dictatorship” 


NEW YORK—The Committee for Progressive Zionism, return- 
ing to the political wars for the first time since its rout at the July 
Zionist Organization of America convention, announced this week 
it would resume its fight to end “dictatorial control” of the ZOA “‘by 
an unelected clique within the administration.” 

The CPZ, which includes among its members some of the most 
famous names in U.S. Zionism. was completely outmaneuvered by 
the ZOA administration machine at the Pittsburgh convention, fail- 
ing to win any offices for its members. (NJP July 9) 

The CPZ said it would proceed to haul the ZOA administra- 
tion “over the coals of frank criticism” and hinted that its goal 
was control of the ZOA at the next convention, 

In a font page editorial, “Who Won at Pittsburgh?” in the cur- 
rent Zionist Issues, the CPZ said its members would abide by the 
decision of the convention. 

“Our committee will continue its efforts within the ZOA and 
carry on a propaganda from now on which will be helpful in our 
judgement to all Zionists interests,” the CPZ announced 

Explaining its goal at the convention, the CPZ said that “What 
our committee aimed at was to secure the abolition of the unmi- 
tigated control of the ZOA by an unelected clique within the admin- 
istration which rules without consideration of the views of the 
minority who are treated as ‘outsiders’.” 

Offered 15 Seats To CPZ 

Going into the convention with a bid for a coalition administra- 
tion, the CPZ said “this was rejected by the administration,” which 
had offered the CPZ 15 seats on the executive committee. 

“Whether the number was to be five or 10 or 15 was not the 
point,” the editorial asserted. “The issue was: should the executive 
(including all groups able to give service) be an independent body 
with a right to decide Zionist policy according to its best judgement 
without the pressure of a clique or the dictation of one or more 
officers?” 

The editorial denied ZOA administration charges of presen- 
tation of false issues and defined the CPZ goals as a bid to “clar- 
ify the old policy in the ways that have been tried and practiced 
and that has brought American Zionism to its triumphs of the 
present day.” 

The editorial dismissed the approving vote of the convention 
for the Pittsburgh Platform of 1918 which reaffirmed ZOA support 
of the social gains of the Yishuv. and the ZOA vote of condemna- 
tion for the dissident Irgun Zvai Leumi and other extermist armed 
groups in Palestine. 

The editorial said that “the present ZOA administration are 
parties to movements within Zionist life tending to discard or dis- 
avow the ideological principles and practices that are the founda- 
thon of the Jewish State.” 

The CPZ said this was true not because some ZOA officials are 
reactionary but because they seek power and because such power 
can be achieved “in their view only in cooperation with the forces 
of reaction in the State of Israel.” 

“That accounts for the hidden sympathy for the Irgun. That 
is why certain General Zionists in Israel are found in opposition 
to the labor movement and its creative influence in Jewish af- 
fairs. That is why it is always advisable to vote with parties of 
the right,” the eidtorial asserted, 

Promising that “from now on the ZOA administration will be 
hauled over the coals of frank criticism,” the CPZ said that a “win- 
dow has been opened” which it will be hard for any “machine” to 
close. 

The CPZ said such criticism would also “be helpful in the elec. 
tion of a Zionist administration that will reflect the totality of ZOA 
leadership.”

What Chase did with this one was 
to analyze some of the holes in 
man’s communication techniques, 
particularly in the use of lan- 
guage. 
Too Much Emotion? 

Among other interesting, 
though hardly novel findings, 
Chase reported that one major 
source of confusion was the mis- 
use of words or phrases that 
earry an emotional load. Such 
words have an impact all out of 
proportion to their apparent 
meaning and need careful watch- 
ing. 

The time has come to apply 
such analysis to a phrase which 
has a tremendous emotional 
load for Jews—dual loyalties. 
The time is particularly appro- 
priate because some deferential 
knee-bending has been made to 
the phrase in two unexpected 
quarters—the conclave of the 
Central Conference of Ameri- 
can Rabbis in June at Kansas 
City, and the Zionist Organiza- 
tion of America convention last 
month in Pittsburgh. 

Both Rabbi Philip Bernstein at 
the CCAR meet and President 
Emanuel Neumann at the ZOA 
conclave agreed that the danger 
of dual loyalties—now that there 
is a Jewish State—is real. 

This surprising reversal 
moved Henry Moyer of Youngs- 
town, O., a regional vice-presi- 
dent of the American Council 
for Judaism, to ask “Is it pos- 
sible that the American Council 
for Judaism was right all 
along?” (NJP July 30) 

There is little doubt that the 
Council has made that issue a 
major phase of its fight against 
Zionism. Jews who dismiss as 
monsense all other issues sub- 
mitted by the Council do pause 
at the magic phrase. Let’s take a 
closer look at that potent symbol 
and see what the answer to 
Moyer’s question should be. 

There are three fundamental 
eonsiderations involved in such 
an examination.

1. THE ISSUE OF DUAL

Some Evidence 

It is true that the evidence to 
the contrary is slight. The Post’s 
Detroit correspondent recently re- 
ported on a project undertaken by 
the Jewish Community Council to 
bring to the Detroit non-Jewish 
man on the street trustworthy 
facts on’ the Zionist fight. 

The project was undertaken 
when it was learned that there 
WAS some resentment by non- 
Jews toward Jews in the Zionist 
struggle. But the Jewish Com- 
munity Council—whose only func- 
tion is to chart areas of dishar- 
mony in interfaith relationships 
—found no evidence whatever 
that any non-Jews felt that De- 
troit Jews engaged in Zionist ac- 
tivity were guilty of this alleged 

The repeated charges by the 
Council that the sin is being com- 
mitted does not make it a factor 
in relations between Jews and 
non-Jews in the United States. A 
sprinkling of new-style anti-Zion- 
ists like Carroll Binder and of 
professional Anti-Semites does 
not make a public sentiment.

2. THE ISSUE OF DUAL 
LOYALTIES MUST STAND 
THE SIMPLE TEST OF REAS- 
ONING. 

The term can have a variety of 
theoretical meanings—for exam- 
ple, it is a description of the prob- 
lems of a child compelled by a 
court order to choose which of its 
divorced parents it would live 
with. 

As the Council uses the phrase, 
it means that a U. S. Jew who 
sends a protesting telegram to 
President Truman on the issue of 
a trusteeship for Palestine is in 
some way disloyal to his country. 

But how is our hypothetical 
dew guilty? Disloyalty can only 
mean that a situation exists in 
which the commitments of a 
U. S. Jew as a Zionist clash with 
the announced position of the 
United States on a policy clearly 
deemed to be vital to the secur- 
ity of the nation and a policy 
supported by a majority of 
American citizens, 

No such situation has existed 
in the history of U. S. Zionism 
and as long as the United States 
remains a democracy, it never 
can. No responsible spokesman 
for the United States has ever as- 
serted such a clash has ever ex- 
isted. 

Again, the Council may for 
reasons never clearly explained, 
argue that Zionists efforts by the 
U. S. Jews are a case of dual loy- 
alty. The Council has never 
proved that it is. Until it does, 
the Council might well be remind- 
ed that its opinions—however 
staunchly promoted by the Coun- 
cil—remains only opinions of a 
small group of Jews. The dis- 
tinction between an opinion and 
a faet is as valid here as anywhere 
else,

3. THE ISSUE OF DUAL

A CASE-OF DUAL LOYALTY. 

It is a basic premise of the 
Council’s ideology that Jews are 
part of the U. S. body politic pre- 
cisely like other ethnic groups. 
It stems inevitably from that pre- 
mise that Jews bear no greater 
burdens than any other ethnic 
groups in their behavior as citi- 
zens. 


Then what does the record show 
as to parallels to Zionism among 
non-Jews? 

It ‘shows that “Irish-Ameri- 
cans” scoured the U. S. for men 
and money for the Irish dream 
of a free Eire. It shows that 
“Czech-Americans” worked vig- 
orously on the U. S. administra- 
tion for a free Czechoslovakia. 
It shows that “ Polish-Ameri- 
cans” never hesitated to appeal 
for help against the tyranny of 
the Czar, 

But is it not necessary to ap- 
peal to even recent history. As of 
today, a powerful organized body 
of “Polish-Americans” are openly 
dedicated to the overthrow of the 
present Polish government. As 
of today, “Greek-Americans” are 
lined up in two camps about the 
present Greek government and on 
the totally American issue of ma-- 
terial aid to Greece. 


The simple fact is that few 
Americans of any caliber have 
failed to respond to appeals for 
help from nationals of the nations 
with which they admit a bond of 
attachment, 

Obviously, if efforts by U. S. 
Jews for Palestine are evidence 
of dual loyalty, then vast num- 
bers of Americans are equally 
guilty. If they are, the sin is evi- 
dently too popular for any U.- 
S. Government to have ever 
dared move to halt such activ- 
ity. No American Government 
ever has; no American Govern- 
ment ever will. 

By that wah, no Ameri- 
can Jew need fear the charge of 
alleged sinning against his na- 
tional commitments to the United 
States. 

If the Council argues that 
while such labors are permitted 
te all Americans but forbidden 
to U. S. Jews alone, then a 
totally different proposition 
emerges. The thesis that only 
Jews are guilty of sinning has 
its roots, not in the facts of 
American political life, but in 
the long sad history of Jewish 
hobgoblin in fears. 

The answer to Moyer’s question 
then is: 

When the Council PROVES that 
a majority—or even a large num- 
ber—of U. S. non-Jews look on 
Zionist efforts as a case of dis- 
loyalty; 

When the Council PROVES that 
a situation exists in which a U. 
S. Jew supporting the right of 
Jews to have a national home is 
standing opposed to a basic U. S. 
policy vital to the national wel- 
fare; and 

When the Council PROVES that 
all Americans who have ever aid- 
ed the country to which they 
admit a bond of attachment are 
guilty of this sin; 

Then the Council will have 
made a case which all honest 
American Jews will have to ex- 
amine with candor.

Some Charged Truman With Politics 





MOST U.S. NEWSPAPERS BACKED 
ISRAEL CREATION, ADL REPORTS 


NEW YORK—(WNS)—A survey of 200 leading newspapers from 
all sections of the country, conducted by the Anti-Defamation Leagye 
of B’nai B'rith, disclosed this week that editorial opinion in the ma. 
jority of the nation’s leading newspapers supported the creation of 


the new state of Israel. 

Of those papers investigated, 
the report revealed, 64 per cent 
favored the creation of the Jew- 
ish state, 32 per cent were non- 
committal and only four per cent 
were actually critical in tone. 
Most editorials expressed sympa- 
thy for Jewry’s long struggle for 
a homeland and some likened Is- 
rael’s independence to the United 
State’s declaration of independ- 
ence in 1776. 

The survey also noted that the 
newspapers voiced almost the 

same percentage of approval of 
President Truman’s de facto 
recognition of Israel. However, 
in this instance the unfavorable 
comment expressed rose to 19 
per cent, though it was not dir- 
ected toward Israel but critic- 
ized Mr. Truman’s recognition 
as “a political device.”

DISCRIMINATORY RESORTS HIT 
IN PHILADELPHIA CAMPAIGN 


PHILADELPHIA—(NJP)—The American Jewish Congress, 
pushing its drive against alleged violators of the city’s new FEPC 
law and the state Equal Rights law, this week turned its fire on 


Pennsylvania’s summer resorts. 


Through its Commission on Law and Social Action, the Congress 


charged that almost 75 per cent 
of a representative group of sum- 
mer resorts used discriminatory 
janguage in seeking customers. 
Victor H. Blanc, local attor- 
ney and CLSA chairman, said 
that 72.5 per cent of the resorts 
examined fell into the discrim- 
inatory class. 
He said that the CLSA has filed 
a complaint with the state attor- 
ney general's office, asking that 
the state call to the attention of 
the offending resorts that they 





are violating a state law. 

He said he had advertising 
and publicity material from 9% 
resorts. Of these 66 openly car- 
ried such lines as “Christian 
Ownership,” “Gentile Clientele,” 
“Gentile Patronage,” “discrim- 
inating Christian people.” 

In recent weeks, the AJC has 
filed complaints of violation of 
the FEPC ordinance against the 
local telephone company, the Ye 
low Cab Co., and several employ 
ment agencies. (NJP Aug. 6)

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Seattle Chapter Issues Challenge

Drop “Homeless 


Jew” Theory 


SEATTLE—The Seattle chapter of the anti-Zionist American 
council for Judaism this week challenged the Zionist organization 
of America to reject the theory of the homelessness of Jews outside 
of Palestine and said that achievement of that goal would end the 


Council’s labors. 

The chapter said that the heart 
of the Council’s program was to 
refute that theory and that when 
that fight was over, the Council 
would dissolve, The statement 
was made in connection with a 
guggestion to that effect made re- 
cently by Rabbi Louis Wolsey of 
Philadelphia, a founder of the 


Council. (NJP May 28). 


~ The statement narrowed the 

debate between the Council and 

Jionists—as far as the Seattle 

chapter Was concerned—to a 

theory of Jewish homelessness 

held by some but not by all 

Zionists, a theory which few 

observers believe is adhered to 

py the mass of American Jews. 

The stand, which went far be- 
yond any ever taken by top na- 
tional officials of the Council, was 
made in a letter to the Seattle 
Transcript after that paper pub- 
lished a statement from the 
Seattle Zionist Emergency Coun- 
cil on Wolsey’s statement. 


Challenge Wolsey 


The letter, signed by Herbert 
A. Schoenfield, president of the 
Seattle chapter, took sharp issue 
with several statements made by 
Wolsey in his dissolution pro- 

Wolsey charged that the 
Council had been taken over by 
a group of assimilationist, irre- 
ligious Jews and had _ become 
completely negative. 


“We assert that it is basically 
untrue as inferred by Dr. Wol- 
sey that the American Council 
for Judaism exists only for the 
purpose of opposing movements 
which support and assist the 
Jews in Israel to achieve peace 
and security,” the Seattle chap- 
ter said. 


“While the Council has op- 
posed the methods by which 
these movements have sought 
to achieve that purpose, the 
Council has never opposed and 
will never oppose the purpose 
itself,” the chapter declared. 
‘If the Zionist Organization of 
America would reject the thesis 
that Jews everywhere possess a 
common national bond and thus 
are homeless, except in Pales- 
tine, then there would be a very 
real reason for the American 
Council for Judaism to dissolve,” 
the letter said. 
Salutes Israeli 

In language unique for Council 
Stateménts, the Seattle chapter 
referred to “our brave co-relig- 
ionists” in Palestine. The chap- 
ter predicted that the great mass 
of U.S. Jews friendtly to the Is- 
taeli will insist that there be a 
sharp “departure from pre-exist- 
ing views on the subject of Jew- 
ish nationalism and the home- 
lessness of diasporic Jewry.” 

“When that occurs, the Amer- 
lean Council for Judaism will 





dissolve, because then our pur- 
pose will have been accomplish- 
ed,” the letter concluded. 


The statement also was nota- 
ble for the Seattle chapter’s re- 
jection of opposition to the Jew- 
ish State, asserting that “we con- 
cur with Dr. Wolsey that there 
should be no continued opposi- 
tion to the partitioned Jewish 
State in Palestine. In fact, the 
Seattle chapter of the Council ex- 
pressed its views on the subject 
long before Dr. Wolsey did.” 


Supports Israeli Fight 


The letter then cited a resolu- 
tion adopted at a meeting last 
Dec. 15 in which the chapter ac- 
cepted “the right of Jews in Pal- 
estine to establish such a state.” 


The chapter said it concurred 
with Dr. Wolsey in his state- 
ment that the State of Israel 
“affords a very real opportun- 
ity to estabilsh and _ secure 
Peaceful and dignified lives for 
Jews who are now in Palestine 
and who may hereafter’ be 
privileged to immigrate there.” 

But the chapter took issue with 
Dr. Wolsey on the point “that 
the State of Israel affords the 
only opportunity for Jews to 
achieve peace and security, dig- 
nity and’ equality. 


“We assert and will continue 
to assert that the basic character 
of Jewish life within the predict- 
able future will find its form in 
the Jewish life in America, We 
reject and shall continue to op- 
pose any philosophy which as- 
serts that the Jew can live a nor- 
mal life only in Palestine.” 


Berger Spoke Officially 


Wolsey’s proposal had previous- 
ly been answered officially for 
the Council by Executive Director 
Elmer Berger, who said that as 
long as a Zionist movement con- 
tinued to function in the United 
States, the Council also would re- 
main active. (NJP June 11). 


Berger said the Council would 
continue to “seek the integration 
of Jews into American life,” 
adding that “we are convinced 
that this necessary integration 
cannot be accomplished as mem- 
bers of a separattistic national 
group with national interests in 
a foreign state.” 


Berger’s language was some- 
what less clearly defined than 
that of the Stattle chapter, it was 
noted. The main difference seem- 
ed to be that while the Seattle 
chapter opposed one theory of 
the Zionist movement, a stand 
which made it possible for Seattle 
chapter members to support some 
phases of aid to Israel, Berger’s 
official pronouncement made 
Zionism—rather than one theory 
of Zionism—the enemy.

Stephen Haas Knifed To Death 





EGYPTIAN JEWISH COMMUNITY 
FACES ANNIHILATION FROM MOBS 


PARIS—(WNS)—The Jewish community in Egypt is facing 
economic and physical annihilation, with mob violence, mass loot- 
ing and pogroms rampant throughout the country, it was reported 
here this week by a French traveller just returned from Cairo. 

During the past month, the Frenchman Gectered, the situation 


of the Jews in Egypt has proved 
“highly alarming.” Mass _ deten- 
tion of Jews on slight pretexts 
has increased and Jews are even 
being arrested today for alleged 
insults levelled against King 
Farouk or for possessing Hebrew 
literature. Jewish enterprises and 
shops have been bombed and 
looted. 

Bitterness against the Egyp- 
tian Jew for Arab military loss- 
es in Palestine has’ been 
strengthened. The only Jews in 
Egypt who feel comparatively 
safe, the Frenchman asserted, 
are those who are in Egyptian 


concentration camps. 
Over 150 Jews have been 
killed, or have “disappeared,” 


during mob attacks in the Egyp- 
tian capital. On July 17, 20 Jews 
required hospitalization following 
a violent assault by an unidenti- 
fied mob in the heart of the the- 
atre district in Cairo. On July 20, 
an organized Egyptian mob at- 
tacked several trolleys at the 
Malika Farida Place, Cairo’s 
chief street car junction, and 
ferced all European passengers 
to leave the cars. All those who 
were suspected of being Jewish 
were brutally slaughtered on the 
spot and the dead bodies were 
shamefully mutilated. Many of 
the Jews were knifed in the back 
and several had their eyes pierced. 
Rabbis Slain 

On July 21, the informant re- 
ported, three rabbis were dragged 
into a Cairo slaughter house and 
when the bodies were found, the 
throats were slit from ear to ear. 





On July 26, Jews living in the 
neighborhood of the Royal Palace 
or in government-owned homes 
were ordered to evacuate the 
premises within 48 hours. 

Arab mobs, the Frenchman de- 
clared, forcibly aided the Jews 
to comply with the order and cre- 
ated a number of “panic-stricken 
removals” during which several 
of the Jews were injured and 
many Jewish possessions were 
destroyed or appropriated by the 
Arab mob. 

Referring to the recent stoning 
of the American Jew, Stephen 
Haas, the Frenchman disclosed 
that, contrary to initial Cairo re- 
ports, Haas was knifed to death 
and his body was found near the 
Citadel with the nose and ears 
severed. 

In addition to the estimated 
150 Jews killed, the traveller 
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asserted that 120 Jews are now 
undergoing treatment in the 
Jewish Hospital at Cairo for 
wounds received during the 
scattered pogroms and an un- 
stated number of Jews are in 
government or private institu- 
tions. 

Until July 28, it was further re- 
ported, Egyptian police made no 
effort to intervene or halt the mob 
violence and mass looting. Since 
that date, probably as a result of 
strong representations made to 
the Egyptian Government by Jef: 
ferson Patterson, the U.S. charge 
d’affaires, regarding the Haas 
murder, here has been some 
tightening up of security mea: 
sures. 

However, the Frenchman em- 
phasized, the position of the Jew 
in Egypt continues to be a pre- 
carious one. Terrorism against 
the Jews has not subsided. Mass 
looting of Jewish belongings and 
business establishments has not 
decreased. And the Jewish popu- 
lation in Egypt, he stressed, is 
in constant fear of physical and 
economic extermination.

Jewish youngsters 
have little sexual experience and 
Catholic lads from 12 to 15 are 
reported to be eight times more 
active sexually than their Jewish 
contemporaries. The report also 
shows a low relative incidence, 
among Jews, of onanism and

A Tribute to a Reform 
Rabbi From Orthodox Paper 

Mirabile visu! Believe it or not, 
the cover page of the fervently 
Orthodox JEWISH AMERICAN 
contains a large drawing of the 
visage of the ultra-Reform, anti- 
Zionist rabbi-emeritus of Fifth 
Avenue’s Temple Emanuel, Dr.

New Book Clarifies Role 
Of Jesus as Son of Man 

On a new book, “Jesus, Jews 
and Gentiles,” Author Benjamin 
Daniels pits the actual contents 
of the New Testament against 
Christian doctrines. In a review 
of the book, Dr. Mukdani, of the 
JOURNAL, declares that Daniels 
effectively uproots two Christian 
tenets: that Jesus believes that he 
was the son of God and that he 
came to create a new religion. In 
the New Testament, Jesus refers 
to himself “hundreds of times” 
as the son of man. The Gospels 
also contain repeated assertions 
by Jesus that he came not to form 
a new faith, but to strengthen 
Judaism. What good will this 
book do? Perhaps, say Mukdani, 
it will enable “a minyan of Chris- 
tians to learn the bitter truth.”

Duplessis Victory Emphasizes 
Jewish Political Exclusion 

For 31 years, a Jew has not 
been elected to the legislature of 
the Province of Quebec, And, af- 
ter the recent smashing victory 
of the Union Nationale, the out- 
look for Jewish representation 
is dimmer than ever. Years ago 
one or two Jews did succeed in 
being elected in Montreal, espe- 
cially in the heavily Jewish St. 
Louis division. But Quebec Pre- 
mier Maurice Duplessis managed 


to gerrymander the Jewish dis- 
trict so effectively that today the 
Jews are outnumbered in the divi- 
sion, 5 to 1. And it was Duplessis 
who just won the most decisive 
political triumph in recent Que- 
bec history. The Jews did help 
elect one of the eight Liberal 
Party candidates to win a seat in 
the legislature. But altogether 
only eight out of 92 seats are now 
occupied by Liberals. So the shut- 
out of Jews from Quebec politics 


will last a long time.

French May OK Israel 
Soon, But Africa Picture Dark 
Chaim Weizmann’s visit to 
France had a favorable effect 
upon the general population and 
upon French officials. Most 
French newspapers openly praise 
the State of Israel and favor dip- 
lomatic recognition. At the last 
convention of French socialists 
two Israel flags were flown and a 
resolution calling for recognition 
was passed. 


Why then has the French gov- 
ernment still not extended a diplo- 
matic hand to the new state, even 
though their U.N, representatives 
voted for partition, last Nov. 29? 
Writing from Paris, M. Yarblum 
of the DAY has it from inside 
sources that the government re- 
grets that it did not grant im- 
mediate recognition to Israel. At 
first, the fear of Arab reprisals 
against Jews and Frenchmen in 
North Africa restrained the gov- 
ernment. Afterwards, Bevin ex- 
erted terrific pressure on Paris 
against recognition. 

If the government can avoid too 
many internal squabbles, recog- 
nition will be forthcoming from 
Paris in the not too distant fu- 
ture, Yarblum predicts. But, in

American Jewish Committee Demurs 








CHARGE OF FOLLOWING REDS 
IN HATE-FIGHTING REJECTED 


_ NEW YORK-—An official of the American Jewish Committe 
this week rejected charges that the organization supports the thesis 
of radical economic change as the cure for Anti-Semitism as proposed 
in Carey McWilliam’s book, “A Mask for Privilege.” 

S. Andhil Fineberg, head of the Community Service Department 


of the American Jewish Commit- 
tee, said the record proved the 
organization’s rejection of the 
thesis. 

A charge that the American 
Jewish Committee was operat- 
ing along lines that parallel 
those of the official Communist 
party program was made by 
Allan Lesser, in an article, “The 
Red Kiss” in the current Meno- 
rah Journal. (NJP July 16). 
Lesser asserted that the Ameri- 

ean Jewish Committee not only 
published important parts of Mc- 
Williams book but also permitted 
its executive vice president John 
Slawson, to endorse its thesis. 
Fineberg Corrects Record 

In a letter to The Post, Fine- 
berg said that on March 22, the 
American Jewish Committee and 
the Anti-Defamation League by a 
joint memorandum to the direct- 
ors of community relations coun- 
cils and to the regional offices of 
these councils, announced con- 
cerning McWilliams’ book: 

“Because of some exceptions 
which we take to Mr. McWil- 
liams’ premises and _ conclu- 
sions, we do not contemplate 
promoting this book.” 

Fineberg said that this decision 
was Officially explained on behalf 
of the American Jewish Commit- 
tee by a memo he wrote as di- 
rector of the Community Service 
Department of the committee, 
which was sent to the same cor- 
respondents March 22, 

“On April 22nd, J. Harold Eaks, 
the director of the Community 


Service Department of the Ant 
Defamation League, sent a mem 
prepared by his agency, which 
likewise disapproved Mr. Me 
Williams’ book,” Fineberg added

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INTERMARRY OR BE AN OLD MAID; 
WHAT ELSE IN A SMALL TOWN?

AST stop on our summer peregrinations was the little Ohio 

community of Greenfield. It’s not an important village but one 
of its tragic problems struck us as very real and very typical. 

We were overnight guests at the home of one of the only two 
Jewish families in town. As a matter of fact there was a third Jew, 
a bachelor by the name of Cohen, but aside from 
pis name there was nothing Jewish about him. The 
two Jewish families included two daughters in one 
jousehold, and two daughters and a son in the 

er. 

- At breakfast in the morning, we discussed with 
our hostess, among other things, a number of 
startling intermarriages which had recently taken 
place among folks of our acquaintance. We ex- 
ressed regret, and pain, at the occurrences, and 
tuned to her for similar expression. There was a 
moment of silence before she said: 

“I feel as you do but I have no right to speak. I must wait to 
gee how my own daughters turn out.

WE RECEIVED AN intimate glimpse of the gravity of the prob- 
jem. Beverly is a lovely and intelligent young girl of 16 or 17. She 
jg a senior at high school, the only Jewish student in the entire 
school. She is a popular girl; there is no Anti-Semitism and no prob- 
jem. 

Her parents are by no means what you would call narrow. Dad 
js president of the Greenfield Chamber of Commerce and generally 
regarded as the leading citizen in town. Beverly has heretofore 
mingled with her friends on a free and perfectly natural spcial level. 
There have been no inhibitions, from them or from her parents. 


But Beverly has reached that age, and the problem became real 
this summer. A “gang” of the girls went off for vacation to Indian 
Lake, They took a cottage together, as girls do, and it was taken 
for granted that Beverly would accompany them. 





The girl wrestled with the problem all by herself, and came 
to her mother after she had reached her decision. There were 
boys at Indian Lake, too. There were canoes, and beach parties, 
and nightly dances, and full moons, and all that romantic atmos- 
phere in which young love blooms. And Beverly faced her prob- 
lem courageously. I imagine she did not feel that she was segre- 
gating herself, or acting unnatural; she simply did not want to 
place herself in a situation where the force of circumstances 
would lead her to a possible romance with non-Jewish boys. She 
made her excuses and went off to visit with relatives in Cin- 
cinnati, 70 miles away.

THERE ARE THOUSANDS of Beverlys in the little towns of 
America. What are they to do? If they are to take the advice which 
Al Segal gives so often: be natural, human beings, and give no 
thought to anything in them as Jews which might set them apart 
from their non-Jewish neighbors, then they are headed straight 


§ for the rocks of intermarriage, and all that it means by way of 


broken homes based on basic incompatibilities. A full moon cannot 
dissolve differences based on different outlooks and upbringing. A 
case can be made out too, of course, for Jewish survival, but I am 
thinking only in immediate terms of the happiness of those involved. 


What are the Beverlys to do? If they sit at home they are 
doomed to frustrated lives as old maids. If they head for the big 
cities and seek to associate with fellow Jews in social activities 
there, they are keenly aware of the fact that they are “shopping” 
and feel that everyone else knows it and talks about it. One 
young lady of our acquaintance, after several years away from 
home in the metropolis, at last left the big city; “Mission Accom- 
plished,” was the way she put it, and the wedding was a gay one. 

In the old country, the Shadchan took care of this problem most 
effectively, but here he has lost all social standing,

To Fight For Restoration of Strong Germany 


NEW YORK—A vigorous though as yet smaill- 
scale >ffort is underway to revive Pan-German- 
ism in the United States and to swing Ameri- 
cans of German ancestry behind a program for 


revival of Germany as a world 


At least two organizations are busy in that 
field currently, the American Jewish Committee 
reported, the first open bid since Hitler’s defeat 
to place German-Americans as a political ele- 
ment behind a drive to repeat the history of 
Germany in the first postwar period. 

The AJC said that a Voters Alliance for 
Americans of German ancestry is currently 
distributing leaflets which say in part: “Can it 
be that you really prefer to have others decide 
your fate and the fate of your kinfolks? Char- 
ity helps but political strength alone can be 
determining. ... You hold a trump card—your

CCAR RENEWS ITS ATTACK 
ON JEWISH SECULARIZATION 


(See editorial “The Wrong Way”) 


MACON, Ga.—The Central Conference of American 


Rabbis 


this week formally circulated a resolution demanding the restora- 
tion of the synagogue to a central place in U. S. Jewish communal 


life. 


The resolution, which was adopted unanimously at the recent 


59th annual convention of the re- 
form rabbinate body (NJP July 2) 
asserted it was the CCAR mem- 
bership’s “sacred obligation to 
bring the message and inspiration 
of the synagogue into those 
very areas of life which unfor- 
tunately have been divorced from 
the synagogue.” 

We must insist on maintain- 
ing a direct connection between 
the Jewish community and the 
authority of religion,” the reso- 
lution stated. “The voice of the 
Synagogue should be heard in 
the councils of our communi- 
ties and our agencies.” 

“The sense of piety and of rev- 
erence must leaven all that we do 
as Jews and as a Jewish com- 
munity. That is what we mean 
when we speak of the primary of 
the Synagogue in Jewish life.” 

Oppose Secularization 

Rabbi A. J. Feldman of Hart- 
ford, Conn., who was re-elected 
president at the convention, rap- 
ped the secularization of com- 
munal life “by those leaders who 
wouuld exclude the influence of 
the Synagogue from the general 
life of the Jewish community.” 

The resolution endorsed his 

stand and his recommendation 
“that the members of this Con- 
ference and the Union of Ameri- 
can Hebrew Congregations shall 
urge the full recognition of the 
Synagogue by all the agencies 
which serve Jews and Jewish 
causes everywhere.” 

No action was taken at the con- 
vention to implement the CCAR 
demand, other than to require 
that the resolution be sent to all 
members of the Conference. to 
the presidents of congregations, 
to all national Jewish organiza- 
tions “and to such local organiza- 
tions as our members May desig- 
nate.” 

There was no indication in the 
action this week that the CCAR 
had any specific plans to imple- 
ment the resolution. 











Nazi Heads Society

feelings.” 

Larson had been held in pro- 
tective custody by Israeli author- 
ities before he was flown to Am- 
man, capital of Transjordan, in a 
United Nations plane.

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Sure You Didn’t Give Your Child a Christian Religious Name? 


NEW YORK—Many U. S. Jews, in their anxiety 
to give their children stylishly Anglo-Saxon names, 
have actually given their children names which have 
their origin in specifically Christian religious ide- 
ologies. 

This is one of the many disclosures of Rabbi Al- 
fred J. Kolatch, in his new book, “These Are the 
Names,’ published by the Jonathan David Co., 1948. 

“A hurried glance at some of our Biblical names,” 
says Rabbi Kolatch, indicates that “many odd and- 
amusing results have developed because of our 
ignorance of the definition of these names.” 

He reports that out of this confusion two 
developments have arisen: first, the adoption by 
Jews of many Christian religious names, and sec- 
ond, the shying away from names originally re- 
garded as wholesome for Jews “but now re- 
served for Christians only.” 

Rabbi Kolatch cites the name of Sidney for ex- 
ample and reports that it is Teutonic origin, from St. 
Denys. 

“How many are the rabbis who are ‘namewards’ 
of the patron saint!” he remarks. ‘And how many of 
our daughters are named Natalie, meaning ‘Christ- 
mas child,’ or Dolores, meaning ‘sorrow of the mother 
of our Lord.’ And Noel, meaning ‘Christmas’ is not 


uncommon to Jewish boys.” 

Looking over names of recently born Jewish chil- 
dren, Rabbi Kolatch found that names of definitely 
Christian origin are quite common. He listed Peter, 
Stephen, Patricia, Anthony, Mark, Thomas, Andrew, 
Paul and Paula. 

“It seems almost as though many of these strictly 
Christian names have become exclusively Jewish ap- 
pelations,” he said. “There is hardly any doubt that 
Sidney and Natalie (Nathalie) are more common to 
Jewish people than to Christians. Paul and Paula are 
as frequently used by Jews as Christians and Stephen 
(Steven) is fast becoming very popular.” 

At the other extreme, Rabbi Kolatch reports, there 
are many names which Jews think of as those of 
Christians only which “actually are either Jewish 
names of long standing or forms of ancient Jewish 
nomenclature.” 

The rabbi mentioned the name of John and that 
the average person, meeting a Jew named John “will 
look upon him warily. John, to him, is not a name 
which a Jew should carry. Only the aristocratic or 
social climbers would choose such a name.” 

The facts are a little different, the rabbi says. 
“John is immeasurably closer to Jewish tradition 
than the more common Henry or Louis or Rob-

He asserts that “it may very well be 
that it is through the name that a man give his 
child that the extent of his religious convictions 
are revealed, and hence, the name becomes a 
barometer of our religious life.” 

Noting that statistics indicate that this departure 
from Biblical names is a tendency common to the 
general populaion, the author concludes that “it js 
unworthy of the people who gave the Bible to the 
world. The People of the Book have drifted far from 
the Book.”

Wrap 
in waxed paper, and place in refrigerator to chill. Repeat until bot- 
tom crust of bread is reached. To serve, slice rolls % inch thick. 


GARNISHES FOR CANAPES 


Canapes should be attractively but simply garnished. The red of 
pimento or paprika; the green of green pepper, chopped parsley, or 
watercress; the contrasting colors of sliced or shredded olives, riced 
hard-cooked whites and yolks of eggs, and tiny pearl onions—all 
these and others can be used to advantage as garnishes for canapes. 


SPECIMENS OF CANAPES 


The following specimens of canapes are only a few of the many hun- 
dreds which have been devised. They are presented simply as sug- 
gestions. They may be prepared with any appropriate mixture, 


Number 1 


1 teaspoon lemon juice 
1 tablespoon chopped parsley 1 hard-cooked egg, sliced thin 
1 teaspoon onion juice canape mixture 
Cream the butter, and mix with parsley, onion juice and lemon juice. 
Spread on rounds of toast. Place a slice of egg in center of each 
round. Top each slice with. a spoonful of mixture desired. 


Number 2 

Cut a hard-cooked egg in slices, take out the yolk. Cut the founda- 
tions for the canapes in rounds, spread with butter, place the circles 
of egg white on them. Fill these circles with mixture desired, and 
sprinkle mixture with onions chopped fine. Rice the egg yolk, and 
arrange in a border around the circles of egg white. 

(The mixtures suggested for hors d’oeuvres are equally appro- 
priate for canapes.)

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THE LADIES MAY BE OVERDOING 
PLANNED PARENTHOOD A LITTLE

Women’s Home Companion Poll shows that the ladies—even 

Catholics—overwhelmingly favor Planned Parenthood (birth 
eontrol) although the three per cent opposed are mostly Catholics. 

The main argument of proponents is “what it can do for a 
woman’s health and happiness,” besides the financial and spiritual 
deprivation children in big families must suffer. 

Almost more convincing, however, was the argument of one 
yeader who is against the program. She declared that “no matter 
now many children I might, have, if I had prevented just one con- 
ception, I would always feel guilty of murder.” 

Pretty strong language. But when you notice that the 
women who favor birth control can boast of but an average of 
19 children apiece, then you wonder if they’re not overdoing 
the health and: financial angle a bit. 

I am reminded of a reform rabbi who once had dinner with us. 
As we sat around after the meai talking and watching the children 
as they played on the floor, he said he would like always to have a 
paby in the house. 

He explained that he had two lovely children and his wife 
felt that was a large enough family, but he could see no reason 
why the rest of the child-bearing period should be wasted. If 
children were spaced about three years apart, the total would 
be six or seven. That is not an inconsiderable number but still 
far from the 15 or more which a mother can conceive. 

We wives may put up a howl but I have an idea that most 
fathers, if they are financially able, are in complete accord with 
that rabbi’s views. And it certainly comes closer to the real pur- 

of Planned Parenthood than 1.9 children. 

Before I leave the subject, I would like to suggest to Dr. Trude 
Weiss-Rosmarin that if her only practical reason for advocating 
Niddah-Tevillah is the greater likelihood of conception when the 
couple is re-united (NJP June 25) then she better start looking for 
a new reason. 

This is an enlightened age, with its widespread knowledge of 
birth control. The Jewish group—even the strict traditionalists 
who consider as divinely given the commandment “Be fruitful 
and multiply’—are just as informed as their neighbors. 

Ample evidence of this can be found in the size of their families 
which can’t be far from that 1.9 average.

NEW YORK—The death of Ro- 
sika Schwimmer at the age of 
70 in Mount Sinai Hospital last 
week closed a career of devotion 
to a long list of causes from 
which Judaism was absent. 

She was a feminist, pacifist and 
pioneer woman diplomat and it 
was in a combination of these 
roles that she became the domi- 
nant personality in Henry Ford’s 
famous peace ship exposition. 

Left Budapest Early 

She was born of Jewish pa- 
rents in Budapest but soon left 
when she became convinced the 
city was not big enough for her 
abilities. Fighting against injust- 
ice wherever she saw it any- 
where in the world, she met 
Ford and convinced him that the 
peace ship would help to “get 
the boys out of the trenches by 
Christmas.” 

She was Hungarian Minister 
to Switzerland briefly, fleeing 
from Hungary when the Kar- 
olyi government was overturn- 
ed by Bela Kun. She came to 
the United States to become an 
Ameircan citizen and to resume 
efforts to see Ford to “vindi- 
cate her reputation” which she 
claimed had suffered when the 

peace ship project failed. 

In an open letter to Ford she 
charged that Ford associates 
were responsible for the failure 
of the peace ship expedition. She 
also said that reports had been 
circulated that she, as a Hunga- 
rian Jewess, was responsible for 
the elder Ford’s’ violent  anti- 

Semitic campaign. 

It was beiieved to be one of the 
rare occasions she had publicly 
identified herself with Jews.

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The Editor's Chair 

IT MAY NOT BE clear to all 
our readers, although it should be, 
that although The Post does not 
avoid criticizing the rabbis and 
the rabbinate, fundamentally, The 
Post is and could hardly be other- 
wise than whole-heartedly on the 
side of the rabbis and the rabbin- 
ate. There are many ills in Ameri- 
can Jewry, and the rabbis have 
their faults, are to blame for their 
share of them, yet Judaism will 
mean nothing in American Jewish 
life unless the rabbis are restored 
‘to a position of respect and actual 
reverence. 


Which leads up to the follow- 
ing quotation from a speech de- 
livered at Jews’ College in Lon- 
don by Rabbi A, Cohen: 

“Already a disqueting dearth is 
being experienced of men to serve 
congregations as religious leaders 
and teachers, and the outlook in 
this respect is not promising. That 
searcity is likely to grow more 
pronounced in the coming years, 
and it would be well for the com- 
munity to inquire why this is so. 
For myself, I do not believe that 
the primary cause is the inadequa- 
cy of stipends, but rather the in- 
adequacy of status. If the latter 
were right, there would be a cor- 
responding change in the former. 

“A worthy aspirant to the min- 
istry may well be turned aside 
from the call when he sees the 
minister of his congregation 
treated as a mere functionary of 
the Synagogue and limited in 
scope to the performance of rou- 
tine tasks, instead of his being in 
the full sense of the term the re- 
ligious leader of the congregation. 
The aspirant will be deterred if he 
sees his minister treated with dis- 
respect and slighted, even over- 
ruled by ignorant laymen in 
sphers where Jewish _ scholar- 
ship is involved. 


“Unless the office of rabbi or 
minister carries with it the ac- 
knowledged responsibility of reli- 
gious leadership, it will not at- 
tract the earnest young man who 
feels a vocation for the holy ser- 
vice, not as a means of earning 
his livelihood, but as the outlet 
for his zeal in the cause of Juda- 
ism and the Jewish people. Very 
significant is the difference in the 
verbs used by Jehoshua ben Per- 
achaih in his saying: “Make for 
thyself a master and buy for thy- 
self a companion.” A Rav. i.e. 
“Master” or “Rabbi” cannot be 
“bought;” the disciple must not 
look upon his teacher as a per- 
son just hired for the purpose, 

“That exhortation, I fear, is to 
often ignored by laymen who do 
consider the Synagogue official a 
hired servant and treat him as 
such. As the problem of the edu- 
cation of the Jewish child begins 
with the atitude of the parent, so 



















—I submit—the problem of secur- 
ing a Clergy, right in quality and 
quantity, begins with the laity. 

“Let them feel the need of spir- 
itual guides and leaders to help 
them face the challenge of the 
time to the agelong ideals pro- 
claim by Judaism for the true dir- 
ection of human Iiving; let them 
pay due respect and deference to 
the office, quite apart from the 
man occupying it without which 
it must be abortive. Then I am 
confident that the demand will 
produce the supply.”

OL Benamy’s letter offers a good jumping 

off place for a discussion of Zionist poli-

Council for Judaism chapter that it would 
be willing to consider its work over when the 
Zionists officially renounce the theory that all 
Jews outside of- Palestine are homeless, should 
not be allowed to pass unnoticed.

The Wrong Way 


HE Central Conference of American Rab- 
bis (Reform) has just published and 


mailed to all national organizations and to the 
presidents of all congregations, a resolution 
passed at its recent convention declaring that 
the “voice of the synagogue should be heard in 
the councils of our communities and our agen- 
cies.” 

This is a request which no one will argue 
against. It will get lip service and then be 
ignored. 

These self-same Jewish leaders who are now 
being asked to give “primacy” to the “syna- 
gogue in Jewish life’ are the ones who have 
contrived to make Judaism “unfashionable.” 
These are the leaders who stay away in droves 
from synagogue services. Friday night finds 
them attending the movies, playing cards or 
Snoozing comfortably in the stuffed chair in 


their home. 

In order to achieve “primacy” in Jewish life, 
our rabbis must start at the bottom, instead of 
the top. Let them demand first of the Jewish 
leadership, of their own board members, that 
they attend services regularly. Let them demand 
that the Jewish holidays be observed. Even of 
this minimum requirement, Reform Judaism 
so far has steered its unbalanced way clear of 
making any demands upon its followers. 

A code of observance? Sure! Let the layman 
know what is required of them. When the rab 
bis respect themselves and what they preach, 
then they will be respected. 

The way to return the synagogue to primacy 
in Jewish life is not by passing resolutions, 
by the difficult route of building the synagogt® 
and what it stands for so that it will earn t# 
respect and reverence of the Jewish people.

Post Accused Of Disguised Hostility To ZOA 


(See Editorial In This Issue) 
Editor, National Jewish Post: 

As an admirer and supporter of the National Jew- 
jsh Post I have been puzzled and seriously disturbed 
over what seems to me an attitude of hostility 
towards the ZOA, cleverly camouflaged, but subtly 
developed in your reportorial and editorial pages 
as the weekly issues roll by. 

This has been especially noticeable since the re- 
cent convention of the organization in Pittsburgh. 
Your general coverage, although spotted with some 
complimentary editorials and observations, has, on 
the whole, a flavor which does not indicate that the 
stew from which it arises contains the necessary in- 
gredients of fairness and impartiality. You seem to 
get a “kick” out of highlighting and brightly coloring 


on the front page the difficulties that beset the ZOA. * 


Your headlines speak of “crack-ups” and imminent 
catastrophes. 

Bearing in mind the freedom of the press and your 
right to the unfettered expression of your opinion, I 
have until now refrained from writing to you. After 
all, the reading public is entitled to a presentation 
of all that is “news,” regardless of where the chips 
may fly. But there is an almost imperceptible line of 
demarcation, beyond which the plea that “it’s good 
journalism” is open to question. 

Your editorial, entitled “The ZOA and the other 
American Zionist Bodies,” in the July 30th issue, has 
served to crystallize my doubts and I am now ready 
to take issue with you. 

Gleefully, and with curious haste, you announce 
that you are jumping on the bandwagon of M. Z. 
Frank who criticized, without offering an alternative, 


Dr. Neumann’s plan for the future of Zionism, in the 
Post of July 23d. In the same breath you proclaim 
that there is no reason why the ZOA should dissolve 
or change its name—as if anyone in its leadership 
had ever entertained the thought. 

The argument advanced by you and Mr. Frank, 
is that Neumann’s proposal to give the ZOA a new 
direction along cultural and economic lines, is “all 
wet.” This is what it amounts to minus the flam- 
boyant phraseology that dresses up a column like a 
five-tiered wedding cake with all the trimmings. You 
agree on the need for change because, as you cor- 
rectly state “any organization ... must change its 
program to fit changed conditions, if it hopes to con- 
tinue to serve effectively.” But you fail to come forth 
with any alternative to the Neumann plan. 

Now, if we keep on babbling as though nothing 
had happened on May 15th, we'll be out of business. 
If we don’t adopt Neumann’s plan—and as General 
Zionists we can’t drink at the fountain of ideological 
sustenance—it seems to me we'll be out of business. 
But you say there is no need for us to go out of 
business. What then, pray, is your prescription for 
hanging on? 

Unless you or Mr. Frank come out with something 
more practical and concrete than skillful patterns of 
derision, I will be forced to the conclusion that your 
protestations of deep concern for the welfare of the 
ZOA and its survival have a frightfully hollow ring. 

You are stirred to indignation by Neumann’s sug- 
gestion that all Zionist parties combine in one over- 
all group. That is strange talk for a zealous proponent 
of unity. But quite aside from this, you take pains to 
point out that it would be unfair to the Mizrachi and 


the Labor Zionists, who now have a chance to aug- 
ment their ranks, because of the establishment of 
the State makes their further support of the ZOA 
unnecessary. AND THERE YOU HAVE IT! Jack is 
out of the box! If the ZOA can be stripped of a raison 
d’etre by relegating it to the limbo of ghost organ- 
izations, if it can “crack up,” then the Torah and La- 
bor Zionists—to which latter group you proudly give 
allegiance—can really go to town! 


If this is mere speculation, then it will be in order 
for you to come out with suggestions for an original 
and meaty program for the ZOA. That would be good 
journalism!

SAYS ELDER RABBIS REJECTED; 
ONE CAUSE OF PULPIT VACANCIES 


Editor, National Jwish Post: 

In reference to your editorial 
in the July 9 (Even The Post 
Jumps on Al Segal), you evident- 
ly are not familiar with several 
aspects of the problem of pulpit 
placement: 


1. There may be a shortage of 
younger reform, liberal and con- 
servative rabbis but there is dis- 
crimination against rabbis 50 
years old ond older. This is espec- 
ially true of smaller congrega- 
tions, not offering $7,000, or even 
$6,000.. I know of more than one 
congregation stipulating an age 
limit. These congregations need 
older men. Young rabbis will not 
remain at smaller congregations 
if they can help it. 


2. This shortage will not last 
long. When no new congregations 
will be formed (and this period 
is almost over) and when the lar- 
ger congregations will have re- 
tired their senior rabbis and re- 
placed them, the situation will be- 
come “nomal.” That means that 
large congregations employ exe- 
cutive secretaries and thir rabbis 
do not hav to give time to such 
duties. Small congregations do 


not need executive secretaries and 
rabbis simply must do that work.

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Arabic-Speaking Orthodox Jewish Community Lives In Rock Grotto 


LONDON-—Speaking Arabic, dressed like Arabs 
but complete with synagogues, dietary laws and 19 
scrolls of the Jewish law, a remnant of the Diaspora 
lives near Gurian in Tripolitania, high in some rocky 
hills. 

The 345 Jews, one of the strangest remnants of the 
dispersion, are described in the Jewish Chronicle of 
London. 

They are settled as a community in six deep 
grottos hewn in the rocky hillside, The grottos are 
round craters about 35 yards deep and 25 yards in 
diameter. Rough descending lanes through the rock 
provide passageway. 

Each grotto has six to eight rooms and an upper 
story for hay and food storage. The rooms are built 
in a square around the courtyard which is the bot- 
tom of the courtyard. 

Each of the grottos holds two or three families. 
Two of the rooms in each grotto are set aside for 
kitchens and one as a bakery. 

The community members attend the synagogue 
daily for morning and evening prayers, Strict ortho- 


or fire is lit and no work is done. The group has its 
own ritual slaughterer. 

There are two synagogues, a very old one used 
as a school for the children, and a new one used for 
worship. 

The rabbi of the Tigrinna Jews, as they call them- 
selves, is a pleasant 35-year-old, Sheikh Khalifa Has- 
san, who is very much admired and respected by the 
local British administration. The local Arabs recog- 
nize him as their representative. 

Where did the Tigrinnis Jews come from? The 
rabbi claims the community has existed since the 
16th century. Two of the families, the Hajaj and 
the Badash, settled some 400 years ago, according 
to the rabbi, He says his family came from Barce- 
lona 600 years ago in the scattering of the great 
Spanish Jewry. 

Absence of any records makes it difficult to make 
an exact estimate of the age of the group or its 
origin. 

Life is a fairly simple matter for the community, 
except for the problem of rain. The entire existence

Their homes are clean, covered with brilliantly. 
colored rugs woven by the women. The grottos 
are cool in summer and warm in winter. They also 
are ideal air raid shelters though none of the

He was shockeg 
and said that people should not live as the Tigrinnig 
Jews did nor wear the clothes they did.

Mrs. Byars’ letter made 
him feel quite as lifted up as peo- 
ple do in the synagogue when, at 
the reading of the Torah, the for- 
mal blessings are recited to com- 
mend this privileged person or 
that Jewishly un- gggpgses 
to the favor ofj 
God, King of the 
Universe. Mr. 
Monis was aware 
of big success 
as a Jew in the 





funiture busi- 
ness. 
Mrs. Byars’ 


had bought fur- 
niture on time 
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payments from Mr. Monis and, 
being meticulously honest in all 
her dealings, she was given to 
worrying much whenever’ she 
could not make a payment on 
time. You know how it is with 
the poor who are in debt. Sick- 
ness intervenes when there are 
bills to pay, or if it isn’t sickness 
it may be a costly funeral (the 
way the undertakers charge!) or 
it’s a strike in the factory, so that 
wages stop and the payment on 
the furniture can’t be made in due 
time. 

Well, at this particular time 
Mrs. Byars’ husband had been un- 
employed on account of a strike 
and, finally he had gone back to 
work but there wouldn't be any 
money until first pay day. If you 
are colored you are likely to be 
a person doomed to living from 
hand to mouth that way. Mrs. 
Byars’ had written to Mr. Monis 
by way of being in this sorry 
state of finances; especially be- 
cause of the furniture. What 
might Mr. Monis do about the fur- 
niture if they couldn’t meet the 
payments? Mrs. Byars had tried 
to give him all the comforts she 
could think of. 

“I told him you were a good 
man,” she wrote to Mr. Monis. 
“Plenty of people woulden care 
how other men fared bu I see you 
are different and God bless you for 
being so swell to poor people.” 


MR, MONIS WAS bringing this 
up for no reason of vain-glory, 
with no idea of having people 
think he is a great fellow of whom 
a customer thought well. Mr. Mon 
is felt he had done no more for 
Mrs. Byars than is required in de- 
cent human relations. He had 
been kind and forbearing as her 
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creditor. It was the Jewish way 


of expressing himself. 


Yet, humbly enough, 
thought Mrs. Byars’ apprecia- 
tion might help toward an an- 
swer to the troubled question: 
What can we do about our- 
selves and the way the world 
thinks of us? Some people think 
the answer is in anti-defamation 
societies to which they look for 
salvation. Others say that noth- 
ing a Jew does ever can please 
anti-Semites, so to hell with the 
whole lot of them. 


Mr. Monis had the idea that 
every Jew by his own account 
could make himself a defender of 
Israel, so that many Mrs. Byars’ 
everywhere would call’ Jews 
blessed. “If this woman had 
bought a thousand dollars worth 
of furniture I couldn’t have been 
any happier,’’ Mr. Monis said. “It 
shows that small deeds like this 
can do more for the Jewish peo- 
ple than all the anti-defamation 
work that now goes on.” 


MR. MONIS’ idea was in line 
with my own thinking. I know 
some of our high-power thinkers 
like to say, Nu? Suppose there 
are some so-and-sos among us. 
Every lot of eggs is entitled to 
have some bad ones and due al- 
lowances are made by honest egg: 
buyers. Haven’t we a right to our 
share of rotten eggs? 

True enough, but we can’t make 
anti-Semites see it and, besides, 
the fact that bad eggs are inevit- 
able doesn’t absolve me or Mr. 
Monis or any of us from the re- 
sponsbility of being good eggs, 
especially since we are Jews. 
Since I am a Jew it is my special 
responsibility to try to be a bet- 
ter egg than other eggs, because 
all my people are made to carry 
the blame of me if I am a bad one. 
Yes, it goes against me that the 
whole Jewish group frequently is 
judged by the bad members. It 
would be just as fair to take Ein- 
stein or Mendelsohn as samples 
of all Jewry, but what do they do?

ZO0A ISN'T DOING WHAT IT COULD 
BE DOING FOR U.S. JEWISH LIFE

ESTEEMED friend and colleague, Dr. Trude Weiss-Rosmarin, 
using exemplary restraint and understatement, has gently up- 
praided me for my “irresponsible type of journalism” in making 
syulgar comparisons between Morris Lazaron and Menachem Bor- 
aisha,” which proves to her satisfaction, anyway, that I am “utterly 
jgnorant of Menachem Boraisha’s constructive and 

itive, etc.” 

She enjoins me in proper comradely spirit, to 
refrain from “mud-slinging” as an argument and 
to “give some thought to the truth.” (Trude’s 
Truth). 

As for herself, the lady “protests in no uncer- 
tain terms,” being “shocked beyond words.” 

This paroxysm of flattery occurs in a mere 36 
jines of print in the Aug. 6 issue of The Post, in 
qrude’s letter to the editor, where he too comes in 
for a bit of remonstratiing and is told to apologize 
to Boraisha. 


NOW, I ADMIT, there are some differences between Lazaron 
and Boraisha. Boraisha is a highly gifted Yiddis phoet and a thinker. 
Lazaron can’t write a middling good article in English and his 
thinking is. incoherent. Boraisha, a lifelong anti-Zionist, 
has accepted the Zionist verdict of Jewish history with a 
certain amount of grace and is trying to effect a workable 
synthesis between his own pet emphasis on the Diaspora 
and Zionism. Labaron does not stop before denouncing

" gionist to the enemy and joining with anti-Semites to combat the 


Jewish State. 

But the occasion for my comparison of the two men was 
neither their respective talents, nor their respective methods, 
put their views on the relative importance of Diaspora Jewry 
and Palestine Jewry. On that both happen to agree in the main 
outlines. Lazaron, like Boraisha, speaks of a rebirth of Jewish 
cultural creativity in this country and even goes so far as to 
predict that fhe Jews of America will outstrip the Jews of Spain 
in their Golden Era, 

I don’t think the Jews of America have that creative spiritual 
yitality today. I don’t believe Jew is nany country outside of Pal- 
estine have enough creative vitality to create a new Jewish culture. 
Iam convinced that the only real source of Jewish creativity today 
is Israel, In my view, anybody who does not see in Palestine the 
primary source of Jewish creativity, anybody who does not see Pal- 
estine as the central, supreme interest of Jewish life, at least in our 
generation, is not a Zionist. 

However, whether we or our children or our great-grandchil- 
dren in America will produce a new Talmud or a more-Golden-than- 
Golden Era of Hebrew poetry is a speculative theoretical question. 
At any rate it is not the business of the ZOA to worry about that, 
just now. I’ll look for my American Talmud to the Yeshiva College; 
for my American Maimonides to the Jewish Theological Seminary; 
my American Philo to the Hebrew Union College; and my American 
Hebrew poets from the Histradruth Ivrith and the Herzliah College. 

I am sure I shan’t find any of these things at 41 East 42nd 
street. Pll be satisfied if the ZOA raises the cultural level of its 
own specific work—and that’s a pretty tall order. 

The specific concern of Zionism is Palestine, not America. For 
along time to come there will be plenty to do in behalf of, and in 
connection with, Palestine to keep the ZOA busy. There is much 
to do in creating projects for economic and social activities in Pal- 
estine supplementary to the assistance rendered to Israel by the 
UJA and to projects engaged in by the Government of Israel. There 
is much to do in familiarizing American Jews with what is going 
on in Israel, with the problems and history of Zionism. There is 
an awful lot to do about halutziut, about youth work, about a good 
publication for the Zionist movement in this coutnry. 

The Zionist Organization arouses, keeps alive and cultivates 
among the Jews an interest in Israel. Almost inevitably such inter- 
est engenders an interest in Jewish things generally, in Judaism 
and Jewish culture. From there on, let other organizations take over. 
The ZOA can’t run Hebrew schools for children; it can’t run syna- 
gogues; it can’t run colleges. 


WHAT IT CAN DO is stimulate existing institutions and co-op- 
erate with them in the matter of specific Zioiist activities, 

Let us take a concrete example. 

The Jewish Theological Seminary runs classes for adutls in He- 
brew, Jewish History and similar subjects. Lately, the attendance 
has increased. The summer session alone has several hundred stu- 
dents, twice as many a last year. Undoubtedly, this increased inter- 
est is due to a growth in Zionist sentiment. Indirectly, the ZOA has 
contributed ‘to the increase of registration of the summer school at 
Broadway and 122nd street (the Jewish Theological Seminary). 

But only indirectly. The ZOA should have established there, in 
Cooperation with the Seminary, a special course in the History of 
“ionism. Instead of that, when the ZOA was asked for a lecturer, it 
sent a pep-talker to canvass for membership. Nor have I seen in the 
New Palestine any racommendations to the members of the ZOA 
telling them where they can find a good course in Hebrew. 

Some people think the ZOA ought to start courses in Hebrew. I 
Would be in favor of that only in places where nobody else is going 
it. The Seminary is doing an excellent job of adult teaching—why 
should the ZOA compete with it; where there is no chance that it can 
do half as good in a long time? The Seminary is not the only insti- 
lution that teaches Hebrew and Jewish History to adults. The ZOA 
should be in contact with all such instituions, co-operate with them 
and establish specific Zionist projects in them. 


ANOTHER SPECIFIC example. Heprew books are published in 
Palestine. Few of them to be distributed among the odd two or 
three thousand habitual readers of Hebrew in his country. The ZOA 
should either undertake to distribute those books or pay a subsidy 
0 the Histadruth Ivrith with the clear proviso that that organiza- 
tion would use its mailing lists and its apparatus for pushing Pales- 
tine Hebrew books,

ANY a citizen, confronted 

with the manner in which 
science works, is quick to make 
one of two comments; either he 
knew it all the time—when sci- 
ence confirms one of his beliefs;

one of his beliefs. 

Readers who have followed the 
three previous reports and the 
pesentation of the “Scale for the 
Measurement of Anti-Semitism” 
developed by Daniel J. Levinson 
and R. Nevitt Sanford (Journal 
of Psychology, April, 1944) prob- 
ably have found reason to react 
in both of these time-honored 
ways. 


For instance, Jews who do not 
suffer from a more or less open 
self-hatred as Jews are well 
aware of the basic lack of reason 
in Anti-Semitism. From a non- 
scientific point of view, they will 
ne doubt be pleased that Levinson 
and Sanford not merely took that 
irrationality for granted; they 
made it the basis of their ap- 
proach to measuring hatred of 
the Jews. 

Where Do You Stand? 

The other reaction—that sci- 
ence sometimes goes against com- 
mon sense—will be a likely re- 
sponse of some readers to this 
windup of the National Jewish 
Post report on the Levinson- 
Sanford scale. 

Last week this corner report- 
ed that the psychologists gave 
the scale to some psychology 
students at the University of 
California. The test was made 
part of a general test of social 
background, ideology and per- 
sonality. 

Because the test was given dur- 
ing the war, there were few men 
in the class, not enough to be a 
Statistically-reliably sample, so 
Levinson and Sanford threw out 
the male scores. 

The findings for the 77 women 
in the class gave an average 
score of a little over 158. The 
theoretical range—the more in- 
terested reader will remember— 
was from a low of 52 to a high 
of 364. The higher the score, 
the greater the degree of anti- 
Semitism in the student (or any- 
one else taking the test); the 
lower the score, the higher the 
degree of opposition (NOT neu- 
trality) to anti-Semitism. 

Scores of the girls indicated 
that they were less prejudiced in 
attitudes than in opinions; other- 
wise put, their degree of prej- 
udice in their ideas about Jews 
was stronger than their pre- 
sumed willingness to do some- 
thing about it. 

Nevertheless the authors feel 
that the score was high enough 
to lead them to this conclusion: 

“The fact that persons hav- 
ing the educational advantages 
of our subjects did not react 
more strongly against anti- 
Semitism raises the rather fore- 
boding question of prejudice in 

the general population.” 

The authors did not explore 
fully the relationships between 
scores on their scale with scores 
on the other tests on social atti- 
tudes, general ideology and per- 
sonality. Some of their rough 
findings: 

G.O.P. vs. Democrats 

Republicans have higher scores 
than Democrats; Protestant sec- 
tarians and Catholics have high- 
er scores than do the non-relig-

ious; and sorority members have 
higher scores than do non-mem- 
bers. 


Similarly, those who approved 
of Father Coughlin and _ the 
American Legion had _ higher 
scores and the stronger the ap- 
proval, the higher the scores. 
Likewise those who approved of 
labor unions and socialism had 
lower scores and again, the 
stronger the approval, the lower 
the scores. 


So much for the details of the 
first scientific attempt to work 
out an instrument to measure in 
individuals the exact amount of 
anti-Semitism, Where do we go 
from here? 

What Does It Mensure? 

For the answer, we digress 
briefly to a more general dis- 
cussion. When the first intelli- 
gence tests were developed, there 
was a great deal of uproar about 
whether the tests actually meas- 
ured intelligence. Just as every- 
body “knows” what anti-Semi- 
tism is, so everybody knew what 
intelligence was. 

What the first intelligence test 
makers did with their critics was 
to dismiss them with the remark 
that “intelligence is what these 
intellgience tests measure.” 

This scientific disdain—which 
seems to run against common 
sense—actually is a plain state- 
ment that it is possible for care- 
fully-trained scientists to develop 
techniques which they believe 
will measure the quality they 
want to measure. 

The proof is not in a fine set 
of scores. The proof lies in the 
fact that a child who scores low 
on an intelligence test will almost 
certainly do less well in his 
schoolwork than a child who 
scores high on the same test. 
When the child grows up other 
factors will play a part. The 
child rated high in intelligence 
by test may be a flop on his job, 
while one who rated lower may 
do well in his career. By that 
time, however, other factors 
have come into the picture which 
were not measured by the tests— 
ambition, personality and so on. 

So with the Levinson-San- 
ford scale. The psychologists 
have made an instrument which 
theoretically will test the ex- 
act degree of anti-Semitism of 
anyone capable of taking the 
test. Moreover, the scale is 
constructed so that it can mea- 
Sure groups for comparison of 
anti-Semitism. 

Whether it actually will do 
that will depend on its applica- 
tions to thousands of subjects 
and comparison of their scores 
with other indicators of antis 
Semitism, The instrument has 
been built; how good an instru- 
ment it is can be determined on- 
ly by using it.

OLYMPIC COMMITTEE REFUSES Star At Olympics 


MEMBERSHIP TO JEWISH STATE _vonvon 


LONDON—Two Israeli delegates to the International Amateur 
Athletic Federation congress walked out of a meeting this week 


in protest against a federation vote, backed by the United States 
delegate, to table the Israel application for membership. 
After the 32 to 14 vote in abeyance the issue of the application, 


Joshua Alouf, chief supervisor of 
physical education of the Govern- 
ment of Israel, and his colleague, 
Dr. Emanuel Simon, director of 
physical education for the Israel 
Government, walked out of the 
meeting. 

“We've already waited 2,000 
years and I think we can wait 
four years more,” Alouf cracked 
later. The next Olympics are 
scheduled for 1952. 

Alouf had urged admission of 
Israel, pointing out that sports 
have flourished in Palestine for 
many years and that for 15 years 
Palestine had been a member of 





the federation. 

Lord Burghley, who presided 
over the congress meeting, 
brought a strong flavor of inter- 
national politics to the event by 
avoiding use of the term “Israel,” 
and sticking to the word “Pales- 
tin.” The procedure was confus- 
ing because Palestine has long 
been a member, as Alouf pointed 
out. 

“The State of Palestine as we 
know it does not now actually 
exist,” Lord Burghey said, “I 
feel we should defer action until 
the political situation is declared. 4 





JERUSALEM STATUS KEY POINT 
OF UN MEDIATION EFFORTS NOW 


JERUUSALEM—The status of Jerusalem developed this week 
as a key point in United Nations mediation efforts pointed toward 
the Sept. 21 session of the General Assembly in Paris. 

There appeared little chance that the General Assembly could 
possibly reverse itself on the partition program it voted last Nov. 


29 but the ticklish problem of 
Jerusalem offered chances for 
new British pressure against the 
young Jewish state. 


Counter-Punch Thrown 


The Israeli had already moved 
in a counter-punch at the UN 
by declaring jurisdiction over the 
new city as a military gain. 


The move also diminished op- 
portunities for the Irgun and 
Sternist dissident armies to 
wage a battle against the Israel 
Government on the Jerusalem 
issue. 


The Irgun last week pledged 
its loyalty to the military gov- 
ernor of Jerusalem, Dr. Bernard 
Joseph. But planted stories of a 
coup by the dissidents came out 
of the city. 

Reports also emerged of a 
unique demilitarization scheme 
which may have been accepted 
tentatively by the Arabs and also 
may furnish an “out” for the 
Jews. 

The details of the scheme pro- 
vide for demilitarization, en- 
forced by UN observers, of a 
wide belt of land around both old 
and new Jerusalem. 

Deal For Both? 

For the Arabs the proposal 
would be acceptable as keeping 
new Jerusalem from becoming 
part of the Jewish state. For 
the Israeli, the scheme would in 
effect give them new Jerusalem 
while saving them from the need 
of open defiiance of the UN 
Which provided in its partition 
plan for an internationalized 
Jerusalem. 

Bernadotte Tougher 

Count Folke Bernadotte put a 
little pressure on the Israeli by 
announcing he was disturbed 
ever constant sniping in Jerusal- 
em. The United States backed 
him up with charges Israeli 
troops had fired at UN consular 

observers. 

Water was scheduled to start 
flowing, into new Jerusalem for 
the first time since the Arabs 
captured Ras El Ein and Lat- 
run, key pumping stations. 

Israeli authorities charged the 

Arabs with constant small arms 
fire in Jerusalem. A large shell- 
ing attack broke out last week 
when Arab guns shelled the 
northern seetion of new 
Jerusalem. 

Israel also accused the bottled- 
up Egyptians in the south of 
violating the truce with an attack 
on a Negev colony which was 
halted by UN observers.

For Jewish-Arab Relief
